A sender of average ability can trans­ 
mit twenty-five Avoids a minute, or fifty 
messages an hour. 
This tieing the limit 
of a single wire, many lints have be - 
come necessary between large cities, to 
provide for the constant increase in tile 
use of the telegraph bv all classes. 
A few years ago, Mr. Edison discov­ 
ered and applied tho q u ad ru p le sys­ 
tem. 
By this invention, four messages 
can lie sent at one time over the same 
wire, two each way. As its name implies, 
it increased the carrying capacity of a 
w ire four-fold. 
But the new system of the Rapid Tel­ 
egraph Company is even more wonder­ 
ful. 
By this method the messages are 
transforms! te a papcr-tapo which is per­

Mr. Brown, Professor of Agriculture 
at tin: Guelph model farm, Province of 
Ontario, Canada, has been making a 
variety i*f experiments, the results of 
which are summarized as follows in his 
annual report, and which may prove 
suggestive to American readers, even if 
they are not prepared to accept all the 
points sug go "ted as conclusive:

’Two or three-year-old cattle will 
add one-third of a pound more per head 
per day to their weight upon the same 
materials unprepared. 
4. ll is thirty per cent, more profit­ 
able to premature ami ilisposeof fatten­ 
ing cattle at two years obi than to keep 
them up to three years.
